The  report,  which  lists  certain  recommendations  to  bring  about  a  more 
reasonable  distribution  oi  higher  education  monies,  was  warmly  received  by  two 
local  legislators,  Representative  Thomas  Fruechtenicht  and  Stale  Senator 
tlr.iham  Richard,  who  promised  to  help  distribute  the  Ducey  report  to  the 

key  members  ol  the  stale  legislature.  Donald  Schwartz,  chancellor  at  IPFW,  was 
impressed  with  the  report,  hut  felt  that  the  university  .should  not  officially  sanction 
it,  and  suggested  that  it  be  distributed  using  resources  other  than  those  of  the 

university, 

Both  Richards  and  Kueclitcnu'lil  have  been  helpful  in  distributing  the  report. 
Only  the  future  will  reveal  whether  the  report  will  result  in  a  more  favorable 
distribution  ol  funds  to  the  people  of  Northern  Indiana,  but  Ducey's  efforts  should 
be  a  lesson  to  all  students  at  IPFW.
